In previous years the Summer 
School was aimed at providing an 
opportunity for boys to make up 
course failures or earn extra 
credits needed to satisfy diploma 
requirements at Andover or else= 
where. Mr. Hulburd emphasized 
that this year’s new program is 
set up with the gifted student, who 
has not had the benefit of a prep=- 
aratory school education in mind. 
It is hoped that the short term at 
Andover will open the eyes of such 
boys to the real meaning and 
significance of education, and in- 
spire them to greater effort and 
achievement in their own schools.

Favorable Decision In The Cards 


There should be no shadow of doubt that proper arrange- 
ments can be made with the state to accommodate the 
proposed industrial park in the Filter Bed area of Shaw- 
sheen. 

Although the developer has talked several times with 
engineers in the State Department of Public Works about 
Route 110 plans, he has received no encouragement, not 
even an answer to his request. He asks that at least a 
section of the highway, planned to be constructed on 
fill, be built on ‘‘stilts’’ so that an underpass is avail- 
able for a railroad spur line and a roadway. Moreover, 
according to his unofficial estimates, this can be done 
as cheaply as filling the section. 

Now that the town, through its combined boards, has 
unanimously endorsed the industrial site, there should be 
some fast and positive response from the state. 

We can not envision anything but an acceptance of 


the plan. 
Govermor Furcolo has several times repeated his 


desire to leave no stones unturned in the encouragement 
of new industry; other state officials have been equally 
decisive in their remarks concerning the value of es- 
tablishing industries within the boundaries of the Com- 
monwealth. 

We're certain, likewise, that Senators Leverett Salton- 
stall and John F. Kennedy are aware of the need for 
industry, and will exert their powerful influence where it 
will do the most good. 

It seems unbelievable that anything but a favorable 
response will be forthcoming from the state and the Federal 
Bureau of Roads, which has considerable say in the 
matter, 

Certainly a negative response by these official agen- 
cies would be a repudiation of the publicly-announced 
goals of the executive arm of the state government. We 
just can’t imagine that happening in an election year. 


Coming Up The Third Time 


For the third time, Andover Voters are being asked to 
decide ‘‘what kind of a town this will be’’. 

This is the avowed purpose of the Planning Board in 
submitting two-acre zoning to the voters at the annual 
town meeting. It was defeated at town meeting once; and 
was, on a second occasion, taken out of active con- 
sideration by the Planning Board following a series of 
public meetings when considerable opposition developed. 

Thus, for the third time, this major zoning proposal is 
being brought into focus. 

We hope it is defeated. 

Most of the arguments for and against two-acre lots 
have been repeated here, and in the news columns, during 
the past few years. And we have no intention of repeating 
them again. 

We want to point out, however, that the voters have 
defeated this major-lot zoning once, and that so many 
residents objected to it a second time that it was not 
even placed in the warrant. 

How many times must this proposal be acted upon? 

It seems to us that the voters have clearly expressed 
their wishes in this regard and that it should not be 
continually presented. 

The decision, it appears to us, was clear, The voters 
did not want to zone the town in such a way 4s to per- 
manently create it as a rural area, This would be the re- 
sult of two-acre zoning. 

The Planning Board apparently feels that this question 
should be decided anew every few years. We don’t. Once 
settled, it ought to remain that way.
